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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Compound 2 of the instant application is the 
closest to compound 4 of the prior art in the instant declaration. The compounds have two differences, namely the methylene linker of the 
instant invention and a fluorine on one of the phenyl rings. As there are two differences, it cannot be determined by the Examiner whether 
the increase in selectivity is from the fluorine replacement or from the methylene linker. Therefore, the rejection must be maintained. 
Additionally, the double patenting rejection cannot be held in abeyance. 
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
